A STAFF OF 32 MILLION PHOTOGRAPHERS 


Not all of our pictures are the work of Lire photographers. 
Although we think our staff cameramen are among the best 
in the world, they can’t be available for every newsbreak 
or for every situation that will interest the readers. Hap- 
pily, we are often helped by a vast “staff” of more than 32 
million Americans who own or use cameras. The “pros,” 
of course, know that Lire is the top market for pictures; 
the amateurs proudly believe they have a snapshot worthy 
of Lire—and they are often right. 

‘The pictures in the strip above suggest how non-staff 
photographers contribute to an issue. When the Princess 
Kathleen (left) went down off Alaska, it seemed as if every- 
one there had taken pictures. We chose the work of five 
men—J. Malcolm Greany, a Juneau professional; Harmon 
Lougher, a Coast Guardsman; two Army signal corps men, 
Major Lonnie C. Temple and Radio Engineer Robert E. 
Hart; and a Juneau accountant and photo hobbyist, Joseph 


R. Werner. You will find the result on pages 27 to 29. A 
newsbreak in Hawaii sent Joe Pacheco, a Honolulu news- 
paper photographer, right up in the air. His aerial color 
pictures of Halemaumau fire pit in eruption are on pages 
104, 105. A different kind of story comes from Utah, where 
free-lancer Joern Gerdts investigated the case of the dead 
ducks and photographed it for us (pp. 32, 33). 

As far as we are concerned, it is the picture that counts 
—not the “name” of the photographer or even necessarily 
the date when the photo was made. The exciting photo- 
graphic essay on the new U.S. base in Greenland (pp. 130- 
151) was produced over a period of several months by a 
group of anonymous Army photographers, but their pic- 
tures are new to us and our readers.

EDITORIAL 


THE ‘LIBERATION’ ISSUE 
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SINCE STEVENSON PREFERS ‘COMPROMISE,’ FOREIGN POLICY IS SQUARELY IN THE CAMPAIGN 


It took three weeks and five speeches, but the great issue of 
war and peace is by now thoroughly entangled in the presi- 
dential campaign. It started like a loose thread on the lapel 
which can unravel a whole suit of clothes. It is no longer pos- 
sible to pretend that Ike and Stevenson have the same for- 
eign policy. Said Stevenson last week, “I say this issue has 
been joined between us and it will continue to be an issue 
until the people decide on election day.” 

What precisely is this issue? It began with Ike’s “non- 
political” American Legion speech on Aug. 25. In it Ike spoke 
mostly of 580 million victims of Soviet aggression in Eastern 
Europe and in China. Said Ike, “The American conscience 
can never know peace until these people are restored again 
to being masters of their own fate.” 

As the Voice of America was at pains to emphasize in 
s European broadcast, there was nothing in Ike's Legion 
veech that has not been said before by Administration 
spokesmen from Truman down. Coming from Ike, however, 
it was charged with the possibility that he meant it. Wham! 
Overnight he became a warmonger. 


Some ‘logical’ conclusions 


The first reproof came from Pravda (Aug. 29). “What 
stands in the way of warlike [ke?... the Soviet Union. 
‘Therefore—war on the Sov 
clusion to be drawn from his loud-mouth braggadoc: 

Next came Harry ‘Truman’s speech at Parkersburg, W 
(Sept. 2). Certain “reckless and unscrupulous” Republican 
“snollygosters,” said the President, had captured that fine 
man, Eisenhower. They had got him to join their dangerous 
game of “playing with fire,” i.e., liberation. Nobody was 
clearer than Harry Truman “that America will always work 
for the return of freedom,” ete.; but “talk of liberation under 
present circumstances is war talk.” By an equally “logical” 
conclusion, ‘Truman was calling Eisenhower a warmonger. 

By now some of Ike’s tender-hearted supporters were 
wringing their hands. The New York Times invited him to 
disown what he didn’t say and to minimize the foreign pol- 
icy issue in the campaign. After Ike's Philadelphia speech, 
the Times felt better: “He gives clear reassurance that his 
program is peace, not war...” What Ike had added to his 
Legion speech was a more elevated tone and the phrase “but 
only by peaceful means.” 

‘The next contributions were from Adlai Stevenson and 
Dean Acheson. Acheson's was a vigorous but highly disputa- 
ble claim that all peaceful means to the liberation of the 
satellites were already being employed. His was the Demo- 
crats’ best effort to push the foreign policy issue back in 
the box. Unfortunately for them, Adlai had already thrown 
away the cover. 

In his crucial San Francisco speech, Adlai was sober, 
scholarly and eloquent. “This ancient contest between free- 
dom and despotism, which is renewed in every generation, 
is acute in ours,” he said. “And the most important single 
event, it seems to me, in our history, is that it is our turn to 
be freedom’s shield and sanctuary.” Yet from this high plane 
he managed to further widen the split between his foreign 
policy and Ike’s. Not content with reiterating the charge of 
“reckless haste” against the Republicans, he took upon him- 
self the advocacy of peace by “negotiation and adjustment.” 

Like “liberation,” “negotiation” is an ambiguous word. 
But when added to other words of Adlai’s, there was more 
than a hint that he too meant it. Earlier he had said that 
the U.S. must soon “be prepared to negotiate and initiate 


t people! That is the logical con 


negotiations [with the Soviets]... by give and take.” In 
Portland he was asked whether he thought either party could 
assure the liberation of captive peoples “‘in any foreseeable 
period.” He said, “No.” He was asked his position on the 
recognition of Mao. He treaded water. 

If this is Stevenson's foreign policy, it is one that has not 
been seriously offered to the American voter before, or at 
least not since Henry Wallace made his more forthright pitch 
for appeasement in 1948. In that version the voters repudi- 
ated it. But its shadow still hung around the State Depart- 
ment. It has been secretly cherished all along by the veterans 
of Yalta and F.D.R.’s “Grand Design” of U.S.-Soviet friend- 
ship. From the Secretary and Ambassador Jessup down to 
Lattimore, Vincent and the lowliest dupes, the Acheson State 
Department has never completely forsworn old dreams of the 
Grand Design. This is not, of course, necessarily a treason- 
able dream (unless amorality is treasonable). It was simply 
made publicly untenable by Stalin's and Mao’s behavior, so 
that Acheson gradually became the prisoner of his own anti- 
Communist eri 

But now comes Stevenson, one of Acheson's ex-under- 

strappers, and raises the issue of “compromise” with Com- 
munism as proudly as would a first-year graduate student for 
an M.A. in the Georgetown School of Foreign Service. Thanks 
to his ruthless political honesty, we are going to be able to 
yote on this issue. And a clear and serious issue it is, one 
which may determine the whole future of freedom. On it, 
Ike is right and Adlai is dangerously wrong. 
To us, Ike's statement that “the American conscience can 
never know peace” until liberation is about as warlike as 
2+2=4. If Adlai’s foam rubber mathematics of “give and 
take” are really closer to the American voter's heart, then 
the whole free world is in for trouble. 


Why compromise is wrong 


First, there never were and are not now any grounds for 
“give and take” between freedom and tyranny. That is some- 
thing you do between friends, not between foes. The great 
immorality of the Grand Design was that we tried to bribe a 
burglar with other people’s freedom. That is precisely why 
liberation lies on the American conscience, and why the 
doctrine of “give and take” offends it. What would we “give”? 
Obviously not our own freedom, Then Adlai must mean the 
freedom of some unfortunate country that now lies on the 
periphery of the Soviet sphere. 

Second, the arguments for U.S. intransigence toward the 
Soviets are not all moral arguments. If there is one practical 
lesson our diplomats have learned these last six years, it is 
that primeval toughness and a willingness to meet force with 
force are the only diplomatic stance that influences the 
Soviets at all. To the Soviet mind, a desire to “initiate nego- 
tiations” is always a sign of weakness, and there are too many 
such signs in the free world already. The European tremors 
over Ike’s speech were a shameful evidence of this fact. 

If this weakness comes to Washington, there will be no 
center of gravity for the forces of freedom in the whole world. 
None of our allies can afford to be intransigent. Their criti- 
cism of American policy has a certain soft reasonableness, 
but this is the luxury of the helpless. To tolerate their criti- 
cism is one thing. But to-substitute the cultivated misgivings 
of the Manchester Guardian for an American foreign policy, as 
Adlai threatens to do, would be to abdicate the duty of the 
strong. That duty is to defend and promote freedom wherever 
our strength can be made to reach.

To save as many of the birds as possible and 
to clean up the carcass-strewn, stench-filled 
marshlands, volunteer workers pitchfork the 
odoriferous dead ducks into boats and haul 
them off to be burned (above). The sick ones 
are taken away for inoculation and convales- 
cence in “duck hospitals,” where most of them 
recover. But already about 100,000 ducks had 
died in the swamps and Utah hunters were 
gloomy. They had been looking forward to their 
best fall hunting in years because the legal 
limit had just been raised to eight ducks a man,

It was impossible to 
vary the focus on the aperture, but Creer has 
taken recognizable pictures in both color and 
black and white, and he hopes his new process 
will help doctors learn more about the phys- 
iology of vision.

The spectacular disintegration recorded on page 46 occurred as John 
Derry, the first known Englishman to outspeed sound, thrilled 120,000 
watchers at England’s Farnborough air show. Having plunged 
through a supersonic eight-mile dive, Derry had leveled out low when 
his De Havilland 110 fighter flew apart, killing him and 26 others. 

Despite the tragedy, the show afforded Britons a lift of pride by high- 
lighting British pre-eminence in jet experiments. The hits of the show 
were two “delta wing” aircraft, the Gloster Javelin fighter (top) and 
the Avro 698 (bottom) which, British designers believe, define the shape 
of the aeronautical future as that of a flying wedge of pie, Both have 
been ordered by the RAF. 

In addition to these weird triangles—a shape thought to afford max- 
imum efficiency up to around Mach 1.5 (1! times the speed of sound) 
—the British trotted out a 104-passenger airliner driven by smooth 
turbo-props, and the Olympus, one of the world’s most powerful jet 
engines. The only hitch was that of all these British jet wonders only 
the Comet liner, now in service, and the Canberra bomber, which re- 
cently made an Atlantic round trip between sunrise and sunset, are 
now being produced, The others are little more than handmade models.

When I left a little later I went away disappointed, but I could not 
help feeling proud of this man. I had been pressing upon him the 
same argument others had been urging upon him since the termina- 
tion of the Rhine campaign in the spring of ’45. We all said the same 
thing: he had earned the presidency; the people needed his leader- 
ship; they would see that they got it. Always he had shaken his 
head and had made the same answer: he had a task assigned him, he 
must perform it; he could not take time from it to think of another. 


remember, pervaded Eisenhower's office in 
that immense I. G. Farben building at Frank- 
furt after the Germans had been beaten. In 
those days he still had in him some of the heat and excitement of 
the contest. Every few minutes he would get up and stalk across the 
room as if he still were pursuing the enemy. But always, when the 
answer had to be given to a question, a policy quickly determined, he 
was clear, explicit—and shaped every order by the T-square of duty. 

No less appealing to me always was Eisenhower's humility of spirit. 
Whenever I went as a military writer to see a distinguished soldier, 
during and immediately after the war, my usual experience was to see 
the officer straighten up and stiffen into one of those serious poses 
which said, “Good God, I’m having my historical photograph taken.” 
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ington; Margaret Cooke, great-grandd: 
of the battle of Sharpsburg; and Admiral Nimitz, who also received a degree. 
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Never so with Eisenhower; always he was simple, always anxious to 
make the other man easy, always as humble as if he had contributed 
nothing to the defeat of the most powerful army that ever had been 
mustered in all the bloody annals of war. Once he was criticized most 
unjustly for some of his strategic combinations of 1945. "Do you 
want me toanswer that fellow?” I asked. His reply came back quickly: 
“No, leave him alone. I was at headquarters and saw all the important 
reports. I know that the matters were too complicated for any one 
person to understand them easily. I don’t believe he really under- 
stood them, any more than one of us could have in so short a time.” 

As his humility never failed him, he could never lose the com- 
mon touch. One day after the war I was walking with him in an 
academic procession when a voice came from beyond the rope, 
“Hi, Ike.” I looked to see what friend of the general was greeting 
him’ with such gay familiarity. I discovered him to be a brash boy 
of about 15, with a face as presumptuous as that of a politician 
just appointed to office. The general responded with a wave cordial 
enough to acknowledge the most warming tribute. 

These were some of the qualities that made me speak to him as 
I did that day in the Pentagon. They are the qualities that com- 
mand my confidence in him and in his leadership today. 

Eisenhower has an uncommonly keen and true sense of values 
—military and moral, political and personal. These values repre- 
sent not only high, practical intelligence, but also an education 
vastly more inclusive than is supposed by those who still think of 
senior Army officers as equipped with nothing beyond a bleak B.S. 
degree from West Point. The training system of the U.S. Armed 
Forces includes graduate schools little inferior to those of any ex- 
cept the most renowned of our universities. The academic Brah- 
min disposed to look down his nose at any of these schools will do 
well not to mount the rostrum there—particularly during the 
question period that follows a lecture. When he has run the gant- 
let of the students, he will have fresh respect for them and for the 
skill with which they swing their verbal paddles as he passes. No 
officer is sent to these establishments unless he shows promise. 
When he has passed through three or four of them, he is either 
professionally eaipetent or else he is shown not to have the 
brains credited to him. Eisenhower attended the Infantry Tank 
School, the Command and General Staff School at Fort Leaven- 
worth, the Army War College and the Army Industrial College— 
full four sessions of hard, postgraduate instruction. 

But the “finish” of this training was in reality no more than the 
beginning of Eisenhower's preparation. As always, the most valu- 
able as well as the most difficult school has been that of experi- 
ence. To build up the American forces in the United Kingdom, to 
prepare for D-day, to effect the landing, to administer the coalition 
armies, to get the maximum cooperative effort from British and | 
French, to achieve any coordination of attack with the Russians, 
to conquer chaos in Germany—this was one of the half-dozen 
most magnificent achievements of modern history. It has given 
Eisenhower the best training an American ever has had in many of 
the most vital duties of the presidency. To speak of him as not 
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qualified for the office because he is “only a soldier” is to show 
oneself uninformed of what the successful commander of vast 
coalition armies has to learn and to he. 

What makes Dwight Eisenhower so extraordinary a figure is the 
combination of his sense of duty, his humility of spirit, his in- 
comparable training and his magnetic personality. Together, these 
do much more than give the average man a respect for Eisenhower; 
they give a man respect for himself hecause he sees and appreciates 
greatness. This unfailing ability of Eisenhower to lift the spirits of 
his ‘ompanions is certa nly one of the brightest attributes of leader- 
ship. If Eisenhower were known by all the people to be the extraor- 
dinary individual he is. there would be no need of explaining why 
Democrats and Independents throng his meetings. He would be 
elected by the votes of men and women who would act as Americans, 
not as members of political parties. All of us would be grateful that 
once again, in an hour of danger, the homes and the schools of our 
country have produced a man to meet and to master the emergency.

No single political change in the South in this generation has 
been quite so remarkable. and few so influential. as the complete 
shift of the Negro vote from the Republican to the New Deal party. 
I can remember, as a little boy, how old Negroes, some of them in 
tattered, Union army capes, would go to the polls and would seek 
to vote for “Mr. Lincoln.” A Negro vote for a Democrat was al- 
most inconceivable even 40 years ago. Now the reverse is true. 
This did not begin, as some think, with Franklin Roosevelt. Even 
before 1933, Negroes were turning to the Democratic party and 
were voting in the municipal primaries because they reasoned that 
these were the actual elections and that they could not get clean 
streets or adequate garbage removal, or any other municipal serv- 
ice, if they did not throw their weight on the Democratic scale. 

Will these supporters of the Democratic ticket carry in Novem- 
ber the tiers of southern states? Tiers is the word, hecause the 
South is not a unit and is no longer “solid.” Industrial interest 
follows the main railways, in some districts north and south, Po- 
litically, the line is east and west, The border states of the South— 
Virginia and North Carolina, West Virginia, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky—never have seen exactly eye to eye with the states of lower 
latitude. The “oil states,” Texas in particular, are passing through 
an industrial revolution that will create a deep political cleavage. 
Florida’s climate and quarre!s and citrus fruit keep her from be- 
coming merely an American Switzerland, with the innkeeper’s non- 
partisan political complex. Anything may happen in these sou 
ern regions on the 4th of November. Results as diversified and as 
contradictory as those of New England may be expected. 

We who are going to vote for Eisenhower as Americans—and 
not as Southerners or as Democrats—are relying on the main- 
spring of the American clock, the mainspring of political con- 
science that swings the pendulum from one party to the other, as 
justice and honor demand, and always, thank heaven, within the 
are of two parties. 

We of the South are rel also, on the political idealism that 
stirs the hearts of many people in this part of America. We seldom 
have attained; we never have ceased to aspire. Few heroes have 
been ours to worship, but those we have enshrined. The Confe- 
erate tradition survives in the South through no lingering faith in 
the present-day right of secession but through the emergence in 
that conflict of men whose virtues made the humblest citizen 
proud, Every Southerner thought better of himself because he

belonged to the society that had produced Robert E. Lee and 
“Stonewall” Jackson and Wade Hampton. To that revered com- 
panionship, Eisenhower may be admitted. It is of the highest si 
nificance that when he has appeared in the South during the cam- 
paign, the crowd impulsively, almost unconsciously, has raised 
the “rebel yell,” the pibroch of southern fealty. 

This hero worship in the South is no “vain thing.” We who 
have drunk the full and bitter cup of military defeat, we who saw 
fences feed campfires and churches serve as stables, we Southern- 
ers know that if a great war runs through a dozen bloody months, 
the generals who would use yesterday’s tactics to fight tomorrow's 
battles will fade from the front. 

The more grueling the test, the stronger the man who emerges. 
When he does appear, there seldom is doubt concerning his worth, 
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his dependability. Some six months’ service in front of Boston in 
1775 gave New England a faith in George Washington that the 
canker of jealousy never sapped thereafter. By the time "'Stone- 
wall” Jackson had completed the Valley campaign of 1862, the 
South had an awed confidence in this genius that is as complete 
today as it was 90 years ago. One month’s campaigning in front of 
Richmond, coming to its ‘climax in the Seven Days’ Battles, fixed 
the fame of Lee. The operations of Grant made President Lincoln 
tell himself, “This is the man.” 

Much the same thrill went through the South—through all 
America—as soon as we learned that Eisenhower's men had won 
a foothold on the shores of Normandy. The operation had the scale 
and certitude of a leadership that could be trusted in the darkest 
contingency that might arise. France has had national heroes who 
betrayed her. Hitler proclaimed to Germany a regime that would 
endure a thousand years—and within 12 he died underground like 
a strangled mole. Goering pledged the Ruhr that not one Allied 
bomb would fall on field or roof—and he paid in suicide the price 
of false prophecy. In contrast, Britain and America seldom have 
had national heroes who, once acclaimed, ever had to be re- 
nounced. Eisenhower will not be the exception. 

In dealing with the men she takes to her heart, America is 
sensitive to the fitness of things. She wishes her heroes to be 
human but she never permits them to be vulgar. They must laugh 
—but not lewdly. This applies to no honor she gives as surely as 
it does to the presidency. 

When the Constitution of the United States was published in 
Philadelphia newspapers of Sept. 19, 1787, much surprise was cre- 
ated by Article II that fixed the method of electing a President and 
defined his powers. Did the convention actually propose that the 
President be allowed to st ed himself? Was Sere not danger 
that he and the senate might unite in a conspiracy against the 
liberties of the country? Jefferson, reading the Constitution in 

rance, was so much alarmed that he set down the lack of rotation 
in the office as one of his two principal objections to the new 
tem of government. Lafayette had to quiet his own concern on the 
score by assuring himself that if the powers of the office were ex- 
cessive, the first President would call for amendments to reduce 
the prerogatives. 

Pierce Butler of South Carolina gave the explanation of these 
powers when he wrote in May 1788: “Nor, entre nous, do I be- 
ieve they would have been so great had not many of the members 
(of the convention of 1787) cast their eyes toward General Wash- 
ington as President, and shaped their ideas of the powers to be 
given to a President, by their opinions of his virtue.” Then Butler 
added these words, in greater wisdom perhaps than even he credi- 
ted himself: o that the man who by his patriotism and virtue 
contributed largely to the emancipation of his country may be the 
innocent means of its being, when he is laid low, oppr 

‘The great powers of the office were, indeed, fashioned for great 
Presidents, great in character, in decorum, and in ideals 
not powers even to be entrusted without risk to a man lacking in 
any of these essentials of the office. Eisenhower is not lacking; he 
is worthy of the presidency. He can be trusted with its powers.

The spotted calf and the cow which gave birth 
to it (above) are, genetically speaking, no kin 
to each other. When the calf was only an em- 
bryo in its mother’s uterus, it was removed by 
surgery and put into the ut an unbred 
cow, For the next nine months, the foster 
mother swelled in size and went through all 
the normal stages of pregnancy. But she was 
serving only as a sort of incubator for the 
developing embryo and could have no effect 
on its inherited attributes. When the calf was 


born, blood tests confirmed the fact that it 
drew its genetic traits from its original parents. 
For years scientists both in this country 
and in Europe tried to transplant calf em- 
bryos. All failed, But the American Founda- 
tion for the Study of Genetics at Madiso: 
Wis., which transplanted this one, has suc- 
ceeded three times, proving that the method, 
though still unperfected, can be made to work. 
The purpose is to speed up the process 
of improving beef and dairy herds. Standard 


practices, including artificial insemination, use 
only outstanding bulls for breeding purposes 
and insure that calves born to average cows 
will be better than their mothers. By repeating 
this procedure through succeeding genera- 
tions the grade will continue to improve. But 
some inferior traits will be passed along (below, 
left). Transplantation should make it possible 
to fertilize a champion cow several times a 
year (right), use scrub cows as incubators and 
thus produce many more top quality calves.

Mamma made all 
members of the family—uncles, cousins, grandparents—take turns 
sleeping on the floor beside Rocky’s bed to check on his breath- 
ing. As insurance Mamma made a vow to St. Anthony: if he 
would help pull little Rocky through she would give up her dia- 
mond engagement ring. She placed the ring in an empty candle- 
stick on the bureau beside a statue of the good saint. When 
Rocky's fever disappeared, so did Mamma’s diamond ring. She got 
along without one until Rocky replaced it from his purse from the 
Rex Layne fight. 

At 8, Rocky came home crying because a neighborhood tot had 
popped him on the nose. After that Mamma insisted that’ his 
younger sister Alice go along when he went to the store after dark. 
His Uncle John took more practical steps; he set up a homemade 
punching bag in the cellar and persuaded Rocky to practice bang- 
ing away at it. When Rocky got so he could hit harder than the 
other kids, they left him alone. After that he did not do much 
fighting until he went into the Army, although he gazed enviously 
at pictures of Charles Atlas in physical culture books and worked 
secretly before a mirror with a “chest expander.” 

At Fort Devens, Mass., Private Marchegiano discovered that 
soldiers on the boxing team got special passes and no KP, He was 
big and strong, having worked at pick-and-shovel jobs since he quit 
school at 14, so he went out for boxing. He fought his way through 
the Army. At Fort Lewis, Wash., Rocky hit an opponent so hard 
and so awkwardly that he drove the knuckle of his left forefinger up 
into his hand. It was the first of three “broken hands” he was to 
get before he learned to punch like a pro. 

Rocky lost only one fight as a GI, in the final of an Army cham- 
pionship at Portland, Ore. A fast, tricky sergeant from Boston 
named Judge De Angelis outpointed him. When Rocky got out of 
the Army in 1946 his mind was made up; he was going to be a 
fighter. On his way home he stopped in Chicago to see the father 
of an Army buddy who handled boxers, but, after watching him 
work out, the man told him he was too slow and clumsy. “Go 
home and forget about fighting,” the man said. 

Rocky didn’t take the advice. He was broke and out of a job 
except for part-time work on a construction gang. He fought ama- 
teur fights in Lowell, Boston and Brockton, first under the name 
Rocky Mack and then Rocky Marciano. Mamma was horrified 
when she heard what he was doing. But he told her there was 
good money in it, up to $60 a fight. Actually he was getting $15; 
he would give her that and tell her he was keeping the rest. After 
every fight Rocky had to lift up his shirt so Mamma could see with 
her own eyes that he was not black-and-blue. Once she spied marks 
on his back—a burn he had gotten from brushing against the ropes 
—and that almost ended his boxing.

ROCKY MARCIANO conrinveo 


The one thing Rocky preferred to a career as a prizefighter was 
employment as a big league catcher. He gave it an enthusiastic try 
in the spring of 1948, hitchhiking to Fayetteville, N.C., to a Chi- 
cago Cubs tryout camp. A good hitter in semipro competition 
around Brockton, Rocky survived the first cut, but the second 
eliminated him, His next hitchhiking expedition, a month later, 
was to New York to see Al Weill about prizefighting. 

Tt was an auspicious day for both of them. When Rocky, accom- 
panied by a friend and his Uncle John, arrived at Weill’s cluttered 
Broadway office, they were eager and overfriendly. “So you want 
to fight, eh?” said the manager, eying Rocky's bull neck. He dialed 
a number and said, “Got a guy here says he can fight. Is Godo: 
around?” It turned out that ( avyweight, wa: 
not around. But Wade Chancey, a big, tough veteran of many 
pro fights, was. Rocky climbed into the ring with him and, ake 
ward as he was, staggered Chancey with a haymaker in the sec- 
ond round. 

Weill signed up Rocky immediate 
pen the chances of Marciano’s becom 
tremendously. Weill carefully selected opponents not likely to out- 
class, or even bruise, his new charge, Fighting in Providence, R.L., 
Marciano knocked out Harry Balzerian in one round. Then he 
stopped John Edwards in one. Of the 11 fights Rocky had in 1948, 
eight were first-round knockouts. Only one went as far as the 
third. After the fourth fight Charlie Goldman began taking the 
train to Providence to work in Rocky's corner, and not long after 
that Rocky began coming to New York to learn, if possible, what 
there was to prizefighting beside punching. 

Sizing up the raw hunk of muscle that had been dropped in his 
lap, Charlie Goldman, the gnomelike master of boxing skills, saw a 
right-hand crazy bumpkin with two left feet. But he saw too that 
nature had done much for Rocky. The knees, which always give 
way first, looked sturdy. The body was strong. Then there was the 
a looping right that seemed to come down out of the cei 
“Nature gives you them things,” Charlie explained. His job 
was to improve on natui 

Rocky's education began from scratch. He was schooled in 
ABCs such as proper stance and keeping the wrist stiff on punches. 
Charlie taught him one or two simple moves in defense and de- 
manded boresome repetition so that the good habits became in- 
stinctive. There was no hurry. As Rocky's schooling progress 
so did the caliber of his opponents. Whenever he fought, it was 
comforting to have Charlie in his corner; it was reassuring to have 
Charlie's gnarled hands working on him and hear Charlie's shrill 
voice pipe, “You're okay . . . you feel good, bo 

Because his pupil was getting hit too often as a “stand-up” 
fighter, Charlie taught him to fight from a crouch. Gradually 
Rocky developed a style: weaving in with head low and hands up, 
a Busy, crowding type of fighter somewhat on the order of Harry 
Greb or Terry McGovern. Rocky learned to slip under a jab. He 
actually outpointed Roland LaStarza, a clever heavyweight. His in- 
fighting improved. The one thing Charlie never tampered with was 
Rocky’s big Sunday punch. “It gets results,” Charlie said, 
why change it? 

By 1951 Rocky was ready for the big time. His first big-name

opponent was Rex Layne, conqueror of Walcott and other top 
heavyweights. Layne was favorite, but there was no uneasiness in 
Marciano’s camp. In New York a few hours before fight time, 
Charlie said to his boy, “This big farmer is just sent from heaven 
for you.” Layne was slow and easy to hit with a right if he wasn’t 
expecting it. The strategy was to feed him lefts to the stomach, 
softening him up for the kill, It came in the sixth round when 
Rocky’s right landed on him. 

Joe Louis was Rocky’s next step toward the title. It was drummed 
into Rocky over and over to keep Old Joe busy—‘These old fel- 
lows have to have time to catch their breath forget his chin 
... keep hitting him in the belly.” Bellies are Charlie Goldman’s 
favorite targets on opponents over 30. After being pounded about 
the midsection for three rounds Louis began to miss badly with his 
jab; he was practically a wingless pigeon when the knockout blow 
was struck in the eighth. 

Neither Charlie nor anybody else can explain the enigma ot 
Rocky’s fight with Lee Savold. It was, from a spectator’s point of 
view, the worst of Rocky’s entire career. He flailed away at Savold, 
but the blows looked awkward and seemed to take no effect. Be- 
tween rounds Charlie's lips trembled. His horn-rimmed glasses 
fogged up. Charlie chattered, “Use your hook, ya hear . . .” and 
wiped blood off Rocky’s head with a spo: Tt was Savold’s blood, 
It was all over Re s white trunks too. 

After 6 rounds, clutching, hanging on and absorbing punches, 
35-year-old Savold was still on his feet. It wasn’t until he went to 
the hospital next day that anyone knew what a beating he had 
taken. The inside of his mouth was ripped, both lips were split 
open, he had gashes about both eyes and he was suffering from 
mild shock. Even old admitted that it was his worst licking in 
19 years of pre ional prizefighting. He was a little sorry after- 
ward that one of Rocky's haymakers had not landed solidly. So

No one ny such ending to next week’s big battle, When 
the shouting dies down in Philadelphia, the chances are that 
either Jersey Joe, the Bible-reading champion, will be on the floor 
or Rocky will.

Now U.S. can be told of the huge effort 
to build ‘Blue Jay’ in northern Greenland 


This week the Defense Department gave the 
public the first detailed announcement of the 
nation’s biggest secret military operation si 
the mounting of the Normandy invasion 
establishment on Greenland, only 900 miles 
from the North Pole, of a full-scale, year- 
around base for big bombers. Construction of 
Thule (pronounced Tooley) Air Base was be- 
gun 18 months ago, shrouded in official secrecy 
and designated only by the enigmatic title, 
Operation Blue Jay. Thule is a modern engi- 
neering miracle, but, far more important, it is a 
strategically priceless arm in the U.S. panoply 
of defense, a guardian that looks steadily over 
the top of the world (map above) down into 
Russia, whose industrial heart is only 3,000 
miles away (five hours’ flying time in a jet 
bomber). The base stands in a rock-strewn val- 
ley so close to Russian soil (1,300 miles) that 
Russian radio interferes with the frequencies of 
the ships coming into North Star Bay, Thule’s 
harbor. It consists of a 10,000-foot airstrip and 
480 acres of snug barracks, bright orange fuel 
tanks, warehouses and heated hangars only a 
dozen miles from the 10,000-foot ice mountain 
of the Greenland Icecap. The Russians are ru- 
mored to have set up a counterpart to Thule 
somewhere in Franz Josef Land. 

Until 18 months ago Thule (its name comes 
from the Latin ultima thule meaning “farthest 
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possible limit”) was a joint U.S.-Danish weath- 
er station, Greenland being a Danish colony 
It consisted of 18 weather observers, eight 
small buildings and a modest airstrip. Then in 
March 1951 there descended on it from out of 
the eerie Arctic twilight an airborne task force 
which carried with it, among other things, a 
29,000-pound shovel, the heaviest piece of 
equipment ever to be airlifted. This initial force 
of 600 men prepared the way for the major 
“Normandy-on-ice” invasion of some 7,500 
which sailed unostentatiously from Norfolk in 
June 1951 without its men knowing where they 
were going. 

‘Then Blue Jay ran into the first of what was 
to prove a series of enormous obstacles and 
acute discomforts. Winter ice in Baffin Bay and 
especially in North Star Bay (upper right) was 
heavier than it had ever been in the memory 
of any living Eskimo. For days the ships we 
ice-locked. Their arrival had been schedule 
for June 23; they got there July 9 (see cover). 
Still, when they departed in September, leav- 
ing a forlorn 400 to man the base through the 
sunless winter, a lot had been accomplished 

This summer, except for finishing touches, 
the base was completed; Thule today is ready 
for operations. On the following pages there 
appears the first complete picture story of how, 
and by whom, this herculean job was done.

Thule was first conceived as an air base by 
Bernt Balchen, famed Arctic flier, and Knud 
Rasmussen, the late explorer, The two met one 
night in 1927 in a New York speakeasy shortly 
after Lindbergh had flown the Atlantic, Balchen 
declared the Arctic would one day have air 
bases, Rasmussen said a good one could be at 
Thule, an outpost he himself had founded. 
Balchen never forgot the discussion, Two 
years ago he sold the idea to Air Secretary 
‘Thomas Finletter who asked Lieut. General 
Lewis A. Pick, Chief of Army Engineers, if it 
was feasible. Pick, who built the famed Ledo 
Road in World War II, said yes. Peter Kiewit 
of Omaha headed up a group of contractors to 
do the job. Six months later the ice-delayed 
first convoy of civilian workers and Army 
‘Transportation Corps Gls landed on the dreary 
Greenland beach and pioneered many engineer- 
ing firsts, among them a floating fuel hose run- 
ning from ships to temporary tanks, The hose 
was later replaced by an underwater one (oppo- 
site) and the tanks by permanent ones. LSTs 
were sunk as temporary piers. By Aug. 14 
they had been replaced by a full-fledged 1,000- 
foot pier. Meanwhile the pioneers “commuted” 
dangerously through the ice and fog between 
shore and the barracks ships. By early Septem- 
ber, when ships had to leave or be ice-locked 
for the winter, the first stage was accomplished.

The men who carried out Operation Blue Jay are almost certainly 
the toughest, ablest, smartest—and currently the healthiest—con- 
struction gang in U.S. history. Many are Army Transportation and 
Engineer Corps Gls. But the majority of the 8,500-man work force 
ians, recruited in secret at Rosemount, a suburb of Saint 
Paul in the “cold states” belt. 

When hiring for the job began in April 1951 the applicants were 
told only that they would be going overseas and to a very cold 
climate. They were given extraordinary health, mental and apti- 
tude tests, which were realistic to the point of requiring carpenters 
to put up a cold-storage barracks building exactly as they would 
have to do at Thule. All skills were recruited, including chefs, 
laundrymen, a full-time musical instructor and a restaurant man 
to run the mess hall. This last turned out to be a veteran res- 
taurateur who usually follows the hotel season north in summer 
and south in winter, and so last summer went about as far as a 
seasonal restaurant man ought to go. 

Until sailing time the recruits were paid $4 a day stand-by pa 
so they would not hire out elsewhere. Once aboard ship, their full 
pay began. At first glance Thule’s wage scales appear fantastically 
generous. Fifteen hundred dollars a month is not unusual; even 
janitors draw $226.95 a week. One man, whose ship was long de- 
layed by the ice floe, received a total of $1,079 for his first three 
days’ labor when he finally got to work. Out of these paychecks 
the workers return $5.75 per day which covers board, room and 
laundry. 

However, before the taxpayer starts writing indignant letters to 
his congressman he would do well to recall that for most of the 
brawny men of Blue Jay this pay lasts for only the summer work 
season—about five months in all, including transportation time. 
On the job they work 10-hour days, seven days a week. Most of 
them are veterans of worldwide construction jobs in places like 
Okinawa, Guam, Alaska, South and Central America. Even so, for 
reasons outlined in the previous pages, they found the job at Blue 
Jay tougher in many respects than anything that they had previ- 
ously tackled. 

For those who arrived early or stayed during the whole year 
Blue Jay was an inhumanly cold, windy nightmare of four months’ 
continuous darkness, which disrupted their normal sleeping sched- 
ules. Temperatures of —60° were common and winds blew up to

150 mph. Cables were rigged between buildings and even seasoned 
construction workers had to hold onto them to avoid being blown 
across the frozen tundra. In winter northern Greenland gets so 
cold that cold-storage lockers for meat and other foods have to be 
heated up to their normal temperature of 10°, and motors of 
trucks and earth movers are run continuously, even when not in 
use, for fear that, once they have stopped, it may not be possible 
to start them again until summer. Indeed northern Greenland is 
so cold that mos who have lived all their lives in it are re- 
markably sensitive to “normal” warmth. When one Eskimo fell 
ill and was taken into the hospital at Thule where a 70° tem- 
perature was maintained, he had to be given repeated cold showers 
during his treatment in order to be at all comfortable. (He repaid 
this benefaction by singing Eskimo hunting songs to whoever 
would listen.) 

Blue Jay’s men discovered that they could work for only an 
hour or two at a tim the bitter dark of winter. Then they had 
to return to warmth and shelter for a rest before going out again. 
In such cold, steel and rubber become brittle, equipment break- 
downs are frequent, often necessitating desperate improvisation, 
and a man’s alertness and efficiency drop dangerously. However, 
thus far civilian casualties have been held to two deaths and 92 
injuries, many of which were minor. 

In the summer when the weather was milder, the men’s sleeping 
schedules were also disrupted, this time by the continual daylight. 
And there were a multitude of other, if minor, aggravations. Until 
a plant for distilling fresh water from salt was completed, the men 
were mainly dependent on melted ice for water, which proved so 
extraordinarily hard that washing up was a nuisance and mess 
trays had to be scrubbed four times. 

The government has tried to ease this rugged regimen with a 
comprehensive recreational program. Thule has a gymnasium com- 
plete with bar bells, wrestling mats and parallel bars, where con- 
struction men whose muscular jobs do not give them all the exer- 
cise they desire can engage in a course in body building. The gym

Guffey’s Tavern (the name stems from the “‘lots of guff” to be 
heard there) is also a center of interest, from 6 a.m. to 10 a.m. for 
the night shift, and 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. for the day crew. It serves 
only beer and a favorite recreation at Guffey’s is demonstrating 
how one can crush an empty beer can in one hand, No hard liquor 
is permitted the workmen at Thule although occasionally Army 
officers bring in a bottle of bourbon and treat friends to a “Glacier 
cocktail,” sometimes known also as an “Tcecap.” This is four 
fingers of whisky poured in a glass of ice that has been chipped 
from the nearby icecap. The ice’s chemical composition is such 
that when mixed with whisky it fizzes much like soda water, But 
all social gatherings are strictly stag.
